cated that Ojinagu, sometimes called 
Presidio del Norte, the smqll Mexican 
village on the border opposite Presidio. 
Tex., wou.d be the scene of the next 
important move in tl^e Mexican -evo 
lution. Rebel leaders' were more than 
ever convinced that Ojiiwga, where 
the federal troops have concentrated, 
cannot be ignored by General Fran- 
cisco Villa. Within the town are prac- 
tically all the federal troops of tlie 
north, with most of their important 
generals. Their retreat thither avow- 
edly was to obtain money and provi 
sions because in the interior they had 
,been without pay and were on the 
verge of famine. 
Reprovisioned and 


provided with money, the federals 
would be in a position to renew hostili- 
ties. 


Should lie determine to attack tbe 


federals In force General Villa, now at 
Chihuahua city, would have to check 
temporarily his advance southward 
toward Torreou, but it would be In 
line with his plan to leave only rebel 
territory behind him in his southward 
march. The rebel forces about OJina 
ga are greatly in excess of the num- 
ber at first reported. It is said that 
the 3,000 troops which Villa sent south 
of Juarez, about ten days ago, have 
turned eastward, and are now on the 
road to OJinaga. 


A mutiny of the federajls is relied 


upon by the rebels, as wajs shown by 
their calling across the river to the 
American side that they would desert 
if attacked.

NOBEL PEACE PRIZE 


TO SENATOR ROOT 


turned $40,000 In Bold For 


Efforts In 1912. 


Christiania, Norway, Dec. 11.—The 


Nobel peace prize for 1012 was confer- 
red on Senator Bllhn Boot Of New 
York and that for' 1913 on Senator 
Henri l.a Fontaine of Brussels, Bel 
glum, who wr.s formerly president of 
the permanent international l>eace bu- 
reau of Berne, Switzerland. 


Senator Boot in 1010 WHS made a 


permanent member of the permanent 
court of arbitration , at The Hague 
succeeding as permanent representa- 
tive of the United States the lata Chief 
Justice Fuller. In the same year be 
was made president of the Carnegie 
Endowment For International Peace. 


Alfred B. Nobel, the Swedish scien 


tist who invented dynamite, left $9, 
000,000 to found a fund the Interest ol 
which was to be given annually to j 
five persons who had done the most 
"for 
the good of humanity." 
The 


prizes are distributed to the persons 
who have made the most Important 
discovery or Invention in the domain 
of physics; the most Important dis- 
covery in medicine or physiology; who 
has mnde In literature "the most ex- 
cellent worfe of an idealistic tendency," 
and to the person who "has worked 
most or best for the fraternization of 
nations and the abolishment or re- 
duction of standing armies, and the 
calling in and propagating of peace 
congresses." This last, known as the 
peace prize, is awarded by a commit- 
tee of five -persons elected by the 
Norwegian 
Storthing. 
Each prize 


amounts to about $40,000.

territory behind him in his southward 
march. The rebel forces about OJina 
ga are greatly in excess of the num- 
ber at first reported. It is said that 
the 3,000 troops which Villa sent south 
of Juarez, about ten days ago, have 
turned eastward, and are now on the 
road to OJinaga. 


A mutiny of the federajls is relied 


upon by the rebels, as wajs shown by 
their calling across the river to the 
American side that they would desert 
if attacked.

TO SENATOR ROOT 


turned $40,000 In Bold For 


Efforts In 1912. 


Christiania, Norway, Dec. 11.—The 


Nobel peace prize for 1012 was confer- 
red on Senator Bllhn Boot Of New 
York and that for' 1913 on Senator 
Henri l.a Fontaine of Brussels, Bel 
glum, who wr.s formerly president of 
the permanent international l>eace bu- 
reau of Berne, Switzerland. 


Senator Boot in 1010 WHS made a 


permanent member of the permanent 
court of arbitration , at The Hague 
succeeding as permanent representa- 
tive of the United States the lata Chief 
Justice Fuller. In the same year be 
was made president of the Carnegie 
Endowment For International Peace. 


Alfred B. Nobel, the Swedish scien 


tist who invented dynamite, left $9, 
000,000 to found a fund the Interest ol 
which was to be given annually to j 
five persons who had done the most 
"for 
the good of humanity." 
The 


prizes are distributed to the persons 
who have made the most Important 
discovery or Invention in the domain 
of physics; the most Important dis- 
covery in medicine or physiology; who 
has mnde In literature "the most ex- 
cellent worfe of an idealistic tendency," 
and to the person who "has worked 
most or best for the fraternization of 
nations and the abolishment or re- 
duction of standing armies, and the 
calling in and propagating of peace 
congresses." This last, known as the 
peace prize, is awarded by a commit- 
tee of five -persons elected by the 
Norwegian 
Storthing. 
Each prize 


amounts to about $40,000.
